Their misfortunes and 
sympathies being alike, it was natural that, being 
frequently in each other's society, a strong affec- 
tion should exist between the two. Myers, 
Miss Mertz says, made love to her 


and eventually won her heart. They became en- 
gaged to marry, and Myers, the complainant 
alleges, betrayed her. Finally, when her condition

A child was born and the unfor unate girl swore

The Autumn Street Florist Held in 
$800 Bond 


For Wounding Henry Merkel, the Little 
Lamplighter — A Companion Explains 
How Near Merkel Came to Death—The

The preliminary hearing of Capt. Charles Sties- 
meyer for shooting Henry Merkel, the little lamp- 
lighter, whom he charged with stealing some flow- 
ers from bis garden, on Autumn street, attracted a 
great deal of attention in the Court of Criminal 
Correction to-day. It was agreed that all the evi- 
dence should be submitted, and that the hearing of 
the case of lagceny preferred by Stiesmeyer against 
Merkel and his comparion, Charles Pellam, should 
be proceeded with at the same time.

HENRY MERKEL,

QUARANTINE LAW. 
It has been decided (Railroad Company vs. 
Hussn, 95 U. S. Rep. 465) that State legisla- 
tion which undertakes to prohibit the driving 
or con*eying of Texas, Indian, or Mexican 
cattle into the State during certain seasons of 
the year, is void, though conflicting with no 
act of Congress.

But the regulation of the internal police of 
the State is with equal exclusiveness left to 
the State, so far as ite rules will operate only 
within its own limits, even though foreign 
commerce and inter-State commerce may be 
indirectly affected by it. It follows that a 
State law prohibiting the introduction of cat- 
tle or their passage through the State is void, 
while a State law prohibiting the introduction 
of diseaséd cattle may be valid, as an exertion 
of the internal police power for local protec- 
tion. It has, therefore, been held that concur- 
rent jurisdiction may be exercised in matters 
of ‘local quarantine regulation, and when 
State laws on the subject have not conflicted 
with those of Congress, nor encroached upon 
the latter’s exclusive power to regulate com- 
merce, they have been enforced as valid. 

But internal police regulation and inter-State 
commercial regulation may overlap each other 
and become so intricately involved that it is 
difficult to draw a safe line of State action on 
the subject, and it is manifestly safest and best 
that all quarantine regulations which must 
seriously affect inter- State commerce should 
be enacted by the power which is exclusively 


authorized to regulate commerce between the 


States. A law of Congress may oonfer more 
or less discretion on the State governments in 
the enforcement of quarantine regulations, but 
the authority should emanuate from Congress 
so as to supplement the deficiencies of the local 
police power, and at the same time protect 
other interests, 

As we understand it, Gov. OciEspy’s procla. 
mation does not assume the right to exclude

Virginia Repudiation. 

From the Boston Herald. 

Ifthe decision of the United States Supreme 
Court reverses the repudiation acts of Virginia, it 
will make quite a difference to that State and its 
creditors. In 1870 the total debt of Virginia was, in 
round numbers, 58, C00, 000. of which $5,000,000 was 
in arrears of unpaid interest. The Legislature of 
1871, holding that one-third of the debt belonged to 
West Virginia, passed an act providing for the sur 
render of the oid bonds and the issue of new for 
two-thirds of the amount, and certificates for the 
other third, payabie when West Virg provided 
for its snare of the debt. Mahone begaff his agita- 
tion about the debt as scaled down to $30,000,000. 
His first bill, repudiating $18,000,000 outright, was 
passed in 1880, and vetoed by Governor Holliday. 
The agitation was continued, and the State passed 
into the hands ofthe Readjusters. The McOul. 
loch act, accepted in 1879 by the creditors, repudi- 
ated one-half the interest promised in 171. The 
Riddleberger bill was passed in 1682. By that act 
all former settlements were set aside, the Interest 
on the debt from 1861 to 1870 was repudiated, and a 
new issue of bonds was authorized. The debt was 
reduced from $30,000,000 to $19.000,000, ana the in- 
terest from 6 to 3 per cént—or the total annual in 
terest charge from $1,800,000 to $570,000. This act- 
also provided that the coupons of the ponds issued 
in 1871 should not be receivable for taxes. The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court is that they shall be so 
receivable, according to the act of 1871. 


The Cattle Plague.

This decision of the Attorney-General pought to 
have the effect of teaching the people of each 
State that they must protect themselves and not 
put their trust in the Federal Government. It will 
be a wholesome thing for the States to learn anew 
that they have responsibilities as well as rights, 
and that if they expect protection from plagues of 
auy sort they must provide the means in and of 
themselves. If this is again recognized it will rem - 
state an old fashion and the Federal Government 
will no longer be looked upon as a paternal bene- 
factor, Who will kindly bear the expense of every- 
thing in the country from bis well-filled purse. 

It is the duty of the Federal Government to keep 
diseased cattle out of the country by strict reguia- 
tions rigidly enforced at the Custom Houses. it 
May aiso assert its authority in the Territories to 
prevent the spread of disease. But it cannot be ex: 
pected to go into the infected districts of every 
State and do at a great expense that which it has 
no right to do at all, and which. in any event, can 
be doue better aud more cheaply by the local au- 
thorities. When this theory of local or State re- 
sponsibility has re-established itself in the public 
mind all interests will be better conserved than un- 
der the present chaotio system.

Business at the Hotel Resumed This 
Morning—An Estimate of the Losses 
— The Duration of the Fire—Scencs 


at the Hotel Yesterday Evening. 


Little remains to be added to the history of the 
Lindell Hotel fire published in the Posr-Disraron 
extra last evening. There is much controversy as 
to who first gave the alarm. Mr. J. J. Davis, Mr. 
Dubois of the Water Gas Company and Mr. L. H. 
Harper and W. F. Bedard, the clerk and the book- 
keeper of the hotel, saw the smoke issuing from 
the basement at different places about the same 
time—a quarter to five o'clock. Alarms were 
turned in, and the Fire Department was at once on 
the way. The first alarm was a still, but a second 
aud third were turned in within five minutes. The 
fire was burning hotiy in the cellar, 
and every aperture leading out of that part 
of the building was soon pouring 
smoke up to the higher floors. Messengers were at 
once sent through the hotel to inform the guests of 
the danger, work which was done, however, much 
more thoroughly by the clouds of gre&sy smoke 
which climbed the great staircase, rolled along the 
halls and filtered through the crevices into the 
rooms of the house. A panic began which at one 
time threatened to be more dangerous than the 
fire. The Lindell is the home of a great man y fam 


ilies, and there were ladies and children on every 
floor. The work of getting these out was not easily 
done. Frightened women rushed to the main 
staircase dragging 
them, to be met by 
wall of suffocating vapor, behind which they pict- 
ured all manner of fiery horrors. Of course, they 
lost their heads and the scene for a@ time was in- 
describable. There was less smoke on the stairway 
leading to the ladies’ entrance, and down this pas- 
sage-way the frightened party poured. Every one 
was brought safely out with little time to spare, for 
while there was no danger from the fire the smoke 
was a very real peril. No one ‘could have lived on 
the top floors twenty minutes after the fire began. 
THE WORK OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
was on the whole very good, Acting Chief Lind- 
say, arose out of a sick bed, and took 
of the battle with the flames. The tiled floor of the 
rotunda was torn up, and streams directed into the 
glowing abyss beneath. After awhile the floor 
roke away at the desk and gave the water a chance, 
andina few momentsthe fire was partiaily un- 
der control. The fire mounted up to the upper 
floors by way of the wooden casing of the annundt- 
ator, and a blaze was found as high up as the roof. 
Streams were got in on the upper floors and a great 
deal of damage done by bursting hose. The fourth 
floor from this cause was flooded to a depth of four 
inches. Another hose burst on the parlor floor 
and did a great deal of damage. 

The fire was throughout more exciting than dan- 
gerous. There were fifteen cloak sellers in the ho- 
tel. The cioak trade edan agreement to begin 
its spring work in St. is On Monday, and ac- 
cordingly every factory was represent here by 
its agent.

One or 
two excited men let their trunks fall to the pave 
ment below to the imminent danger of the firemen, 
but this was soon stopped. Wherever a ladder was 
got up, a drummer could be seen ciimbing up or 
coming down laden with clothes, 

Anumber of firemen were prostrated by the 
smoke, and a number of geutliemen, who insisted 
upon going up stairs to be sure that their families 
were safely out, were made violently sick from the

Where the Fire Started. 
It was not until this morning that it was possible 
to say with certainty where the fire at the Lindell 
Hotel had originated. A view of the ruined cellar 
makes it very evident that the fire started in that 
portion of the basement about twenty feet south- 
east of a point immediately below the 
hotel desk. It was here that the rubbish 
of all sorts from the store-rooms was thrown. 


This rubbish was of a very miscellaneous character, 
including the straw covers of wine bottles, paper 
— 1 the like, all of it stuff which offered very 
good kindling for a fire. The theory of spontaneous 
combustion, advanced by some, does not meet with 
favor among those who have examined the prem- 
i t coal ora stray match would have been 
o have started thé fire. There is no doubt 
ed here, and made its way 
slowly throughout the basement which af. 
forded every facility the rapid 
spread of the flames. There is, about 
ten feet south of the cashier's desk, attached to one 
of the walls of the rotunda, a wooden box which 
leads from the cellar to the roof, and which is used 
to convey the annunciator wires from the different 
rooms on each floor to the hotel office. Up this 
box the flames traveled, reaching, after some delay 
all the way tothe reof, which was set on fire, an 
in one part badly burned. The roof was only burned ' 
where this box was located underneath, and tha 
room on the top floor in which this little shaft 
ended is the only very badly damaged one in the 
house. The box was a litt le over six inches square, 
but it came very near burning the whole hotel, for 
the smoke fnom the cellar was so thick and acrid 
that it was ifnpoasible to see where the danger was, 
or to find any means of meeting it. Collector Sex- 
ton, who did as much work at the fire as any man.

The Duration of the Fire. 

The first alarm sent out for the Lindell Hotel fire 
was rung at 4:48 p.m.

On the first alarm 
engines Nos. 6, 9, 12, 18, 14, 15, 18, trucks 8 and 4, the 
fue] wagons and the chemical engine No. 1 came to 
the fire.

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Rare Courage Displayed by the Judge in 
Time of Danger—His Viva Voce Vote for 
Lincoln in Virginia~—O. P. McMains and 


His War on the Land-Grabbers of New 
Mexico. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WasaineTon, April 27.—Justice Wylie, who retires 


from the District Supreme Court, is one of the best 


judges that this district has ever known. Ik all of 
his associates were like him the district judiciary 
would have stood second to none in the country, 
He is a very tall, distinguished looking old gentle- 
man who would be noticed in any gathering. He 
has a very large head, and a high forehead shaaed 


with thin silvery gray hair. His eyes are a deep 


biue overshadowed by very large bristling eye- 
brows. His nose is a large, fierce Roman. The 
lower part of his fresh-colored face is smooth 
shaven, leaving exposed a square, sturdy jaw, aul 


a firm, thin-lined mouth. He has an impediment in 
his speech, but it amounts to not much more than a 


slight hesitation az he talks. He is one of the fine 
selections of Abraham Lincoln. He has been on 
the bench here since 1863. Allof Lincoln’s judges 
have made great reputations for themselves. Mr. 
Wylie came here from Virginia. His father was 
the Rev. Andrew Wylie, who was one of the earlier 
presidents of the State University in Indiana. 


Judge Wylie married, in 1845, Mies Bryan,daughter 


of Daniel Bryan, the Postmaster at Pittsburgh, and 
sister of Thomas B. Bryan. afterwards one of the 


commissioners of this district, Sie was also niece 


of Governor Barbour of Virginia, Hon. John J. 
Crittenden gave away the bride at their wedding. 
Judge Wylie began the practige of law em Virginia. 
He resided at Alexandria. Andria was one of the 
flercest of Democratic towns, In the campaigu of 
1860 the voting in Virginia was ‘Wot by bailot, but 
viva voce. Judge Wylie was one of two men who 
voted in Alexaudria for Abraauin Lincoin; It ro- 
quired great courage because his life was threat- 
ened at the time, and it was only through tue 
interference of some of his ue.glbors that Le was 
saved from being mobbed.

He has always been celebrated for his courage. 
He has never yielded his convictions to popular 
clamor. is courage was well illustrated in 1865, 
wneu he issued a writ of habeas corpus for Mrs. 
Surratt, after she had been sentenced to death by 
the Military Commission which tried ber. The 
military authorities refused to obey the writ. Gen. 
Snerman came into the court in response to the 
writ, but without Mrs. Surratt. He said that the 
prisoner was held in military custody by tne 
authority of the President of the United States, and 
could not therefore be delivered. Ihe Judge then 
said to this victorious General that if ne had 
sufficient force at his command he would do his best 
to enforce the obedience to the writ, but he had no 
power to cope with the army of the United States, 
and he could do no more. He had uo hesitation, 
however, in desouncing the military usurpation of 
the period When it is remembered that

one Can understand how great was his courage. 
There is no lawyer in the country to-day who be- 
lieves that Mrs. Surratt could have been convicted 
in any civil court.

Lawrence Barrett's Triumph in Bulwer’s

Lawrence Barrett scored a veritable triumph at 
the Olympic last night in Richelieu. From the 
time of the first rising of the curtain until it shut 
out from view the frail figure of the aged states- 
man standing victorious over his enemies, the at- 


tention of the audience was absolutely fixed. 
chained to the stage as by a spell and only broken 
by the storms of — which swept over the 
house at the close of the powerful scenes of the 
play.

It was an intellectual study, 
every detail, every action, every word showing a 
fine mental grasp of the requirements and the pos- 
sibilities of the commanding figure which the pen 
of Bulwer has so graphically 2 a 
masterly skill of expression. It was a finished 
picture without a suggestion of weakness or of in-

. Craft, statesmanship and courage 
were admirably biended in the Cardinal Minister of 
France, and the was equaliy strong in his 
scorn, his shrewd y, his defiance and his mas- 
tery over physical weakness.
